In erery part of the city there 


e*n be seen houses just finished, un- 
finished buildings that are rapidly 
assuming shape, and foundations for 
projtscted improvements. We donbt 
if any previous year has opened with 
as good prospects. 
The western 


portion, or Point, is a city by itself, 
and is daily becoming more and more 
compact. The population is mainly 
composed of mechanics, who are the 
backbone of any community, and its 
most influential and useful class of 
residents. The vast business of tho 
Central Pacific Railroad Company 
ban attracted hundreds of persons to 
'West Oakland, -where they find per- 
manent 
employment, and where 


they «oon become owners of the 
homes that shelter them. 
In the

The signs 
of progress to be seen on every hand 
an exceedingly gratifying, and they 
auure as that the improvements for 
the Centennial year will be more 
numerous and more valuable than 
for *ny previous year in the city's 
history.
